In the early records, fev. Newit Vick's first name is 
spelled Newit (or ocassionally, Newitt). In later records 
and on his tombstone, it is spelled Newet. His wife Zliza- 
beth appears to have been a sister of Mary Clark, who married 
Henry Cook, and of Sylvia Clark, who married Foster Cook, 
Henry and Foster Cook being sons of William Cook. Henry had 
a son Alexander, who married Sally Reece Clark, dau. ef Ben- 
jamin Clark, and a daughter Sylviah, who married Hartwell5 w. 
Vick. Foster Cook had a son Foster, who followed the Vick 
family to Mississippi. 


After his warriage, Rev. Newit4 gk retained his resi- 
dence in Southampton Co., Va., until about the end of 1796. 
On Nov. 7, 1796, he and his wife Elizabeth, “of Southampton 
Co.," sold the j4a0-acre tract "whergon said NewitJVick now 
lives on south side of Cypress Swamp." In 1800 and 1801, 
he appeared in court in Brunswick Co., Va., as plaintiff 
against John Rawlings, defendant, in debt. On Dec. 7, 1801, 
"NewltVick.and Eliza Vick, his wife, of Hertford Co., N. C.," 
sold a 500~acre tract in Southampton Co., Va., "whereon my 
father, Wilijam.Vick, formerly lived"; and on Feb. 2, 1802, 
"Newit Vick and Betsey, his wife, of County of Hertford and 
State of North Carolina," sold a 300-acre tract Imown as the 
Burwell Place, on the south side of Cypress Swamp, adjoining 
William Vick and Nancy Barnes. On Aug. 17, 1814, "Newit Vick 
and Elizabeth, his wife, of Warren Co., mississippi Territory," 
sold 100 acres in Southampton Co., Va., where liary Pope, de~ 
ceased, formerly lived, of which "the boundaries here given 
are in the will of Wilijam Vick, Sr., dated 1777." 


About 1805, after four years in North Carolina, Newit+ 
Vick learned of the fertile lands to the west, to which the 
ibsons and others had already renoved, and journeyed over- 
land with his family to the Tennessee River, near itussel 
Shoals. Here he purchased a keel boat, with which he des- 
cended the Tennessee and the Mississippi, landing on Cole's 
Creek, at Selsertown, on the line of Adams and Jefferson Coun- 
ties, near the present site of Fayette, Miss., where he planted 
for several years.

About 1812, or a little earlier, Foster Cook, who was a 
surveyor, found an Indian clearing called Open Woods, about 
seven miles northeast of the site of Vicksburg, Miss,, which 
he surveyed and obtained from the government for several 
Yair and Cook families. Foster Cook, John Cook, Edwin Cook, 
Alexander Cook, Newit Vick, Henry W. Vick, willis B. Vick, 
Burwell Vick, Hartwell W. Vick, William Vick, and several \ 
others took up their residence here or in the vicinity. “Se 


Foster Cook, a nephew of Eliz’ b dark Vick, had mar- yes 3 
ried when quite young, but his wife lived only a short time, et 
leaving him two daughters, one of whom, Sally Eiizabeth, ‘ ° 
married, Jul. 22, 1824, at Vicksburg, MisSv; : s 
Harris and had descendants in and near Vicksburg. After $7 
the death of his wife, Foster Cook removed to Mississippi 
with the Vicks. After a time, he returned to Virginia, ms 
where he married Martha Wyche Sills and had a son, Rev. 
Edwin G. Cook. Returning to Mississippi with his family, 
he was active in local affairs until his death in 1828. 
His widow, in 1629, married Judge James Bland and had a 
daughter who married R. D. Howe. The Rev. Edwin G. Cook 
(born in 1809 and died in 1694) married 0. N., daughter of 
Levin Wailes. 


Willis B, Vick, who died unmarried about 1830 (will Apr. 
3, 1830) and his brothers, Henry W. Vick, State Represernta— 
tive in 1826/2446 and State Senator in 1828-1830, and Gray 
P. Vick, were nephews of Rey. Newit4 Vick. .Martha Vick, 
who, in May, 1816, married William Willis (license May 22 
1816) at Vicksburg, Miss., may have been a sister of wi1ils 
B. Vick. Cebt.John Willis is called a nephew of Col. Henry 
W. Vick. Burwell Vick, who was non compos mentis under the 
guardianship of John H. McDaniel in the 1840's, was a brother 
of John Vick, who died about 1836 (codicil to will dated June 
17, 1836). 


Following the subdivision of Warren Co. into townships, 
Rey. Newit4 Vick received patents to sections 19, 20, and 
68, T. 16, R. 5 E., being land between Glass Bayou and the 
National Park Addition on the north and south, extending 
from the Mississippi River to the site of the high school. 
He cleared and cultivated a portion of this land and es- 
tablished quarters for his negroes on the bluff upon the 
river. For his own residence, he selected the site of the 
present Court House Square. éoncluding that the site was 
ideal for a city, he began to lay out lots in 1819. His 
first stake was driven at the corner of Lot 1, Square 1, on 
the east side of Washington street, near Glass Bayou. This 
lot he sold to Elijah Rogers. Although he laid out nine 
squares, no more lots were sold. Stricken with yellow fever, 
he drew up his will on Aug. 2, 1819, and died before he had 
completed his plan of removing from his plantation at Open 
Woods. His wife survived him by only about twenty minutes.

ring the: great Methodist revival of religion which swept over his sem 
tion of country early in the present centuary he was happily numbered am 
among the converts.After hia accessions to the Church he emigrated te 
Mississippi and settled on the South fork of Cole's Creek,in Jefferson 
County with in a few miles of his uncle,Rev,Newet Vick. After remaining 
a short time in Mississippi he returned to the country of his nativity, 
and married Miss Mart Wyche Sillis,a young lady beautiful in person 
and more that) ordinarily adorned with the graces of a pure and active 
christianity. With her he returned to his home in Mississippi in 1619. 
They tock their proper position as church members among the Methodists 
at Spring Hill,where they remained untill their removal to Warren County 
They were among the most prominent and most valuable auxiliaries in the 
introducfion and permanent establishment of Methodism in North Warren. 
Should we live to prosicute our plan to the proper date,we intend to wri 
write biographical sketphes of these two families, and also of several 
other persons who were active in building up our ‘branch of the Church 
in North Warren.

preached regularly until his death,and here he organized a Society con- 
sisting Mainly of the Vick and Cook families and family connections 
and eatablished among them the usual social meetings of the church. 
Welleauthenticated tradition gives us an amusing circumadance in cone 
nection with the opening of thia new church for public worship,A lady 
who had lived mostly in the backwoods,and was not familiar with the for -.

Mr.Vick had an unusually large family of children to bring up and edut 
cate,and consequently had to devote a large portion of his time and ene —— 
ergy to his secular interesats,but he maintained the reputation of a faih ot 
faithful and laborious local preacher,As new aettlements weeseformed - 
around him he promptly introduced the gospel among them,preaching in pr 
private houses,or wherever else he could get the people to assemble. 
For many years he w a almost solely depended on to bury the dead,soleme 
nize the rites of matrimony,and administer the ordinance of baptism. Gx 
He had a wellebalanced mind,a mature judgement,and he took a pragtjical 
view of what ever came under his notice.He not only surveyed hia preswt 
ent aurroundings,but looked into the probabilities of the future. 
He was satisfied from the known history of our country that at no dist 
ant day the Indian title to the fertile lands north and east of the na 
Walnut Hills would be extinguished by an honorable purvhase,and would t 
become densely settled with a white population whose staple productions * 
would seek a market through the Mississippi River.He also observed that = ¢ 
there was an extensive system of continucus ridges,suiteble for roada . < 
and public highways,cancentrating near and terminating on the Mississi« ‘\— 
ppi River just below the Walnut Hills, where,at an early period,an entre 
pot must be established ,for the products of the county,which would ul- 
timately grow into a large commercial city.Feeling a very natural desir 
to benefit his family as well as to promote the convenience and interest 4 
of the country,he purchased from Mr, Anthony Glassthe land upon which a 
large portion of Vicksburg now stands,and soon after laid off several 
atreetannaar the river and soldma number of lots to persons who built 
on them for commercial purposes.The greatly lamented death of Mr. Vick 
1819 put an end to his person,1 connection with the newly projected 
city; but he instructed his children yaome of whome were now grown-how, 
with the advise and assistance of near kindred,to preceed with his plas 
plans,which were successfully carried out.Mr,Vick had not determined ort 
the name of the newly projected city at the time of his death,but aooné 
after his death those who had the mamagement of his estate-after a fame 
ily conaultation-thought it due to hia memory to perpetuate his name 
thethagcof theteiaydogembéchfhgusdscfoBnder.We have always admired t 
their good taste and sense of justice.We have so many places-from ob- 
scure postoffices and backwoods counties to large towns and cities-call 
edWaghington,Monroe,Jefferson,Jackson,etc, that it sometimes degets ute 
ter confusion as to the location of a place.But we have only one Vicks~ 
burg in which is perpetuated the name of a public spirited citizen ,a 
true christian,and an an able minister of the New Testament.
